It is learned from Changsha 
that General Ho Chien, the new 
chief of the Hunan Government 
ig at Hengchow. ‘His forces act- 
ing on the orders of the Central 
Government, are ‘moving against 
Kwangsi and they are reported to 
have arrived at Huangshaho and 
Lungfukwan in the north of 
Kwangsi.

Prof. Shellshear, counsel added, 
had made a careful study of hhand- 
writing and forged documents for 
over five years. He had also been);

T. H, King, Acting Captain Super- 
intendent of Police, had. tried to re- 
tain Prof. Shellshearis services, but 
he was not able to act for the Gov- 
ernment because the Bank had re- 
tained him already.

FOUGHT LIKE VETERANS 
In the early morning of October 
31, 1914, the London Scottish—first 


of our Territorial. -battalions to go 


into action—moved up from St 
Eloi to the hospice at. Wytschaete, 
writes “Signals” in the “Daily 
Mail.”. ‘They had been hurried for- 
ward fromthe lines of communica- 


tion, for every available reinforce: 


ment was needed in the battle for 
Ypres which. had been raging for 
more than a week. The tin line 
of British cavalry on Messines ridge 
was hard pressed, and here the 
London Scottish entered the fight. 

Advancing up the slope from 
VEnfer Wood at 10 a.m. in the face 
of a storm of shrapnel and high 
explosives, they crossed the Messines 
—Wytschaete road which ran along 
the crest and reached the cavalry 
line ‘beyond. 
provided some cover, and others of 
the battalion shared the hastily dug 
trenches of the troopers, 

The London Scots adapted them- 


selves to the situation like yeterans. 


Steady under the bombardment 
they opened fire during the day 
whenever the German ~ infantry 
presented a target.. From 9 p.m. 
onwards, in the moonlight, the’ Ger- 
man masses made repeated attempts 
to close; but, although many of the 
new rifles. with which they were 
armed proved: defective, the shooting 
of the Scottish drove the enemy off 
again and again. 

At 2 p.m. the weight of the Bav- 
arian attack burst: through the cen- 
tre of the line and stubborn fight- 
ing at close quarters continued till 
daylight came. Then the scattered 
parties of London Scots and cavalry 
who still maintained a footing 
on the ridge fought their way 
back to cross the valley of the 
Steenebeek and take up a defensive 
position at Spanbroekmkolen. And 


the enemy seemed glad to let them 


go. A 
The battalion lost nearly 400 of 
all ranks in this first engagement, 
which earned them-the praise and 
thanks of the commander of the 
Cavalry Corps and of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

Regarding the alleged 
offer of a bribe, he said that the 
constable had demanded it of 
him. To gratify him he had to 
borrow a dollar from a stall hold- 
er near at hand. 

His Worship remarked that 
there was no doubt that accused 
was going about at that hour 
solely to obtain water, but as 
to the bribe, he (His Worship) 
was very doubtful of .the 
constable’s story. There might 
be some truth in accused's story 
but he would r + ask the stall 
holder to give evidence, as he

Kwangtung has onee more plunged into war ‘at the dictate of 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek (quo jure?), and the cables from abroad 
during the last few days gave’ elaborate accounts of the preparations 
made in Great Britain-for the coming election. oe. 

Re Both items, no doubt, have been much discussed by readers of 
the “China Mail,” but there are other matters which concern us more 
intimately, and it is ‘these that I venture to review. a 


The “Kau Sing”* ‘ 
Much has. been written for and 
_against this rescue tug. We 
know that the “Kau Sing” stands 
officially condemned, and it cost 
the Government, nay the public, 
no less than a sum of $250,000 
for its construction. . 
According to the Harbour Mas- 
ter's report, it appears that it 
would . cost’ a further sum of 
$350,000 to convert the “Kau 
Sing” into a useful life-saving 
tug, : : 
This wanton, waste of the 
public’s money must not be allow- 
ed. The Government should and 
ought to have experts’ opinion. on 
this subject from other. sources. 
It must be borne in mind that the 
“Kau Sing” was constructed in 
accordance. with a specification 
aid down by‘ body of. men, who 
had given the matter their care- 
ful survey. 
There. was also the statement 


mariner which appeared: in the 
“China Mail’ last week. He was 
of the opinion that a single screw 
tug was more fitted for the pur- 
pose of life-saving than a twin 
screw vessel. He hacked his opin- 
fon with figures, which showed 
that out of a fleet of 33 tugs be-. 
longing to the Alexandra Towing 
Company, of Liverpool, 31 were 
of single serew. Of the two twin. 
screw vessels,.one was built as far 
back.as 1895. 


This fact is not to be overlook- 
ed, and is worth while investigat- 
ing. HH, as the aforesaid mariner 
stated, a professional tug-master 
js‘al] that is required to manage 
the ‘Kau Sing,” then by all means 
engage one. There should be no 
additional expenses to keep a tug~ 
muster, ‘and the “Kau Sing” 
should be employed for other 
purposes than life-saving. The 
‘Government is plying’ several 
Jaunches daily for the purpose of 
towing sanitary barges, etc. The 
“Kau Sing” should replace one of 
them and it-is only in.this way 
that her stcam can be ‘kept 
going and the expenses thereby 
incurred cannot be considered a 
wasté. 

It is understdod that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is going to issue 
a statement in regard to this mat- 
ter. ‘This: statement © is awaited 
with interest, and if one is allow- 
ed to predict, I will say that it 
will all be in favour of the “Kau 


Motor Taxation 

The proposed motor taxation is 
the result of very careful con- 
sideration by a specially appoint- 
ed committee. [t has a deeper 
motive than it appears on the 


. . gurface. It is in fact the thin end 


of the wedge, and one can only 
- hope that. the Government will en- 
forcé it only after mature - de- 
liberation. : 

Once the recommendation be- 
‘comes law, it may be a veritable 
boomerang. It may return and 
hit ‘the wielder of it. { 

Be thut as it may, the proposal 
to levy tax according to horse 
power unit is most unfair. It 
also means flooding the market 
with cheap ears. Surely a sane 
Government will not allow that to 
happen in Hong Kong where com- 
meree is the only factor that con- 
tributes to its prosperity. 

It is, however, gratifying to 
know that the Hong Kong Auto- 
mobile Association is shortly to 
hold a meeting of members to go 
into this matter. One can only 
hope that they will rise in a body 
to oppose the imposition of such 
absurd taxes. We have passed | 
scathing remarks on the manifold 
taxes that are levied in China, and 
now it appears that we are falling 
in line with our neighbours.

An Official Appointment 

Cross-¢xamined by Mr. Streliett 
close of his

cially recognised. There would ‘beq 
only one clerk available—an orderly 
rnom sergeant.

“It may not be laid down in King’s 
Regulations but it is still an offi- 
cial appointment. ° 

No Other Rules 

Major Ogilvie . was then 
questioned with regard to the book 
containing. the rules governing the 
management of the office of the 
P.RL, which the said he had read, 
He stated that there was nothing in 
that book relating to the appoint- 
ment of aclerk in the P.R.L's 
office. He knew of no other rules 
governing the matter and the book 
mentioned by Mr. Strellett was the 
only one he could quote. 

The Judge Advocate interposed to 
ask Mr. Strellett whether it. really 
mattered if the appointment were 
governed by regulations or not: 
Did Mr. Strellett think that a man 
who, was irregularly employed would 
not be responsible on a ..criminal 
charge ? 

Mr. Strellett replied that in such 
circumstances the mode of procedure 
would have to be different. © Coun- 
sel was not suggesting that accused 
was not under.-military discipline,

Judge Advocate: He is charged 
with | misappropriating P.R.Ls 
funds and it does not matter in 
what capacity ihe is employed. 

Mr. Strellett argues that it did 
matter. A regimental appoint- 
ment of that kind did not come 
under the category of King’s Re- 
gulations, and was. purely .a 
regimental appointment. :

Until recent years alcohol was 
regarded almost universally as a 
stimulant. . This was in part. due: to 
the observation that St, produced. a 
feeling of wéll*being, and generally 
increased the rapidity of the heart's 
action, More recent experimental 
work, however,. on both humay-bé- 
ings and on animals has entirely 
changed ‘thid {épinion about alcohol, 
and it is now known to be a depres- 
gant and to act'se a mild anaesthe- 
tic. Without any -intention to take 
sides with Prohibition, a great deal 
of work had recently ‘been done 
which has relegated this, at one 
time very important drug, almost 
to the back of the medicine shelf, 
and almost placed it in the poison 
cupboard. . It is interesting to com- 
pare the annual expenditure in the 
large hospitals in Great Britain, 
of brandy, whisky, andthe others 
which delight the heart of man, 
and see the large reduction in costs 
compared with what it was twenty 
or thirty years ago,-when everything 
was so much cheaper. Brandy is 
still used as a stimulantto the heart 
in some cases of temporary heart re- 
Japse. When-given in smaJl un 
diluted doses it produces, on touch- 
ing the lips and: the sensitive mem- 
brane which lines the mouth; a re- 
flex accelerating stimulus which 
quickens the ‘heartbeat. After 
passing the mouth it ceases to have 
any stimulant action. . 

Alcohol in the War 

Alechol ‘produces two - distinct 
results one of which is almost im- 
mediate and is reflex, and the other, 
after absorption, is direct and is 
mildly-. anaesthetic ‘on'_the_brain. 
During the War when there were so 
many shell-shock cases, @ soldier 
who had Jost his power of speech 
from this cause was found to have 
quite recovered after a lively night 
out of bounds. A& a’ result of this 
accidental discovery,. several ‘others 
were similarly and successfully 
treated. It became quite.a popular 
treatment, but owing to the large 
inerease in shell-shock - cases who 
assumed to have Jost their power of 
speech, the treatment -was changed 
to. mild. chloroform’ anaesthesia, 
which has a similar-action, but 
produced better result. The num- 
ber of dumb sufferers: almost ‘im- 
mediately decreaged,as_ the treat- 
ment was much less popular. 

Some of the earliest experiments 
in operation anaesthesia many years 
ago, were made with large doses of 
‘brandy and whisky; but even. this 
failed to make operative surgery 
popular in the days before chloro- 
form and others were discovered. It 
is also due to the mildly anaesthetic 
effect of -alcohol that’ conversation 
‘becomes. free and sometimes less 
refined after a few drinks have been 
consumed. The first centre in the 
prain to be affected by this mild 
anaesthesia is that of self-control, 
and a nervous or shy person feels 
more at ease, because the control- 
ling centre producing his sensitive- 
ness has ceased to operate. There. 
is therefore a sinister truth in the 
Roman adage “In vino ‘veritas.” 

The object of a pahit is, or should 
be, purely as an aperitif, an aid to 
appetite and digestion. As such a 
solitary pahit, being bitter, can very 
effectively stimulate the digestive 
juices, and if pahits were drunk 
ony for this purpose very little 
damage. would ‘be done:,. by them. 
Unfortunately, however, under the 
stimulus of hospitality and ami- 
eability, the beneficial and solitary 


pahit often becomes so frequently} 


repeated thatthe good effect of the

EMPIRE : 


‘ITS SEVENTH DOMINION 

The importance of Palestine is 
reflected in the movement recently 
launched to link up the country 
@} eventually as an integral part of. 
It is proposed 
hthat Palestine shall become the 
Seventh Dominion at the expiration 
of the twenty--five-year period of 
the Mandate, thus giving the coun- 
try the same status with, respect to 
the Empire as now held by Canada, 
| Australia, India, ‘New . Zealand, 
South’ Africa, and Ireland. A 
movement to this end was or- 
ganized at a conference in London 
last month composed mainly of 
Britons who have hitherto . been 
actively syinpathetic to the Zionist 
movement, among the leaders be- 
ing Col. Josiah Wedgwood, Labour 
member of Parliament,,.and Com- 
mander Kenworthy. 

The Seventh Dominion League 
proposes to establish | branches 
throughout the British Empire for 
the’ purpose of . propagating its 
aims among the British people and 
the Jews of -all countries. ‘It will 
strive to promote 
Palestine -as the national home of 
the Jewish people primarily. for its 
benefit to Great Britain. It is 
pointed out that “the geographical 
position of Palestine, lying be- 
‘tween the Persian Gulf and “the 
Levant, makes the narrow country 
a’ corridor joining Europe and 
Asia, and that the security of the 
‘Suez Canal is dependent chiefly 
upon the power controlling this 
‘gangway, a fact demonstrated dur- 
ing the experience of the world 
war. 
,-It is most vital to British interest, 
i ay. the Dominion proponents, that 
ne narrow strip be commanded. 
y Great. Britain, and that it 
i= therefore in the general in- 

rest of civilization that the Jews 
tealize their ideal of a national 
home in Palestine, which meets, in 
| artieular, the. interesty.of the 

British. Colonel Wedgwood, who 

3 a political leader in England 
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rgues in favour of this “move- 
beonia to make Palestine a British 
lominion that the present state 
df affairs is ascribable solely +o’ the 
fact that Great Britain, to whom 
Palestine is a most desirable ac- 
quisition because of her own in- 
terests-which a Jewish homeland in 
that country would refidily serve, 
tonsiders herself as being only 
emporarily in charge of the affairs 
i that ‘country. She has to 
figure, Colonel Wedgwood declares, 
With the fact that the mandate 
ntrusted to her by the League of 
Nations may sooner or later, ac- 
pording to the provisions of the 
Mandate itself, be taken from 
er. * 

For that reason Colonel Wedg- 
hess advocates making Palestine 
p British dominion, thereby as- 
suring the permanency of British 
nterest in that country. If this 
vere done, he contends, Great 
ritain would feel impelled to lift 
the burden of building up the 
fountry, from the shoulders of the 


he task of Palestine’s rehabilita- 
tion by the Jewish people. 
Ae The Seventh Dominion League is 
snow being sharply discussed in all 
the important centres -of the 
world. In Shanghai steps have 
been taken te support it morally 
at least. .The Shanghai Zionist 
Association has forwarded the fol- 
liowing congratulatory letter to 
Col. Josiah ©.

Although it is much easier 
nowadays than in our grand: 
fathers’ time to become a member 
of a West. End club, there _ is still 
a small, exclusive group among | 
the masculine ” strongholds .of 
Piccadilly and St. James’s, which 
pick.and choose their members. 

This is how a man with .a. wide 
knowledge and: experience 
London’s clubland explained it in 
mail week:— -_ 

“There are about six or seven 
clubs in existence to-day where 
members of the professions Lord 
Castlerosse mentions would not 
be welcomed. ; : 

“There are, - of course, éxcep- 
tions; and solicitors and medical 
men are to be found among the 
members: of most of the beat 
clubs. But as a general rule 
they are not popular as clubmen. 

Family Skeletons 

“‘A group of clubmen were dis- 
cussing this very point some 
time ago.. And the reason they 
give is interesting.” 

“One - possible pbjection to 
solicitors and doctors, it was 
pointed out, was that it might be 


: distasteful for members of a club 


to have as colleagues men with ar 
intimate - knowledge of their 
family secrets. 

“Tt was not suggested that the 
solicitors or doctors would discuss 
fellow members’ affairs in the 
club, but still it ‘was felt that It 
would be more harmonious’ for a 
lub if they did not join. 

“Barristers seem to be regarded 
in a-different light from solicitors, 
and I have never heard of 
objections being taken to a 
barrister. on account of his pro- 
fession. 

“Ag for dentists, [ do not think 
they would be admitted to at least 
half a dozen clubs. 

. Blackballing Rare To-day 
. “Blackballing generally is much 
less common nowadays than be- 
fore the war. 

“Qne reason that 
are so anxious to increase their 
membership to meet the increased 
running costs that there is 
usually a sound reason before. an 
application is tirned down. 

“Another reasor is that the 
method of election has been al- 
tered in recent years at many 
places, 

“Formerly the members used to 
have control of the election of 
new ‘candidates, and two black- 
balls were sufficient to bar a man. 

“Now in many clubs the elec- 
tion is in the hands of the com- 
mittee.. And as there are generally 
fewer faddists and cranks on a 
club committee men are not so 
readily turned down.”

Mr. Snowden’ ifnored the letter, 
and Mrs. Mason then wrote: 

Dear Phil,—How very gallant 
you are at keeping your promises 
out of the past. I fancy if you 
will ask your lawyer-to drop me 
a line, he will be-willing to arrange 
a £100 loan for me, which 1 need 
for a business partnership. You 
can have 15 per cent. for the 
accommodation. 

The next letter read: 

Are you afraid that. you have 
struck an’ enemy out of the’ past ? 
If--so, you are greatly mistaken. 
It is really to your advantage to 
come and see me, since I have a 
very shrewd idea that your brain 
is capable of evolving big things 
in a certain direction that would 
place thousands of pounds: to 
your credit by some slight colla- 
boration on my part, instead of 
hundreds all told your journalis- 
tic pen now brings, you in. 

Threat to Tell Mrs. Snowden

SHERIDAN’S HOME 


BOUGHT BY ONE OF HIS 
DESCENDANTS 

No. 4, Savile-row, W., the last 
home ‘of Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan, has just passed into the 
hands of one of his descendants. 
“The house has been bought by. 
a daughter of Lord Grantley, the 
Hon. Katherine Norton, a great- 
great-granddaughter of the drami- 
tist. She is to carry on, business 
there. The agents who negotiat- 
ed the sale aré Messrs. Phillips, 
Philiips, and Co. (Oxford-street). 

A memoris! tablet marks 14 
Savile-row, where Sheridan died 
in 1816, £5,000 in debt. The 
house, a fine old property of 17th 
century architecture, retains many 
features of the period. including 
muir beautiful panelling and a 
Staircase which is lighted by a 
dome. 

There still exists the apy-hole 
through which Sheridan used to 
watch his creditors. who .came hop- 
ing to collect the moncy owing to 
them. Almost. up to his -last 
fours his debts troubled him, and 
he had a narrow escape from be- 
ing carried off in his blankets to 
a sponging house near by. He 
was only saved. by-his doctor's 
statement to the bailiffs that theirs 
would’ be the responsibility if 
Sheridan died on-the way.

_ DEMOCRATIC PROTESTS
